is a group of communities in the sourtheastern sec¬ 
tion of Baltimore County. Since there are no in- 
corprated cities or towns within the county, all public 
services are performed by the County Government. 

The County operates under a Charter (1956) form 
of government, with an elected County Executive and 
a seven member county council, elected by district. 
The County’s general fund operating budget for 1981- 
1982 is 433.3 million, and a tax rate of$2.98 per 
$100.00 assessment. Since 1977, it has enjoyed a A A 
bond rating. 

Baltimore County covers 610 square miles , stret¬ 
ching from the Chesapeake Bay to the Pennsylvania 
State Line, and surrounding Baltimore City on three 
sides. It fronts 173 miles of Chesapeake Bay tidal 
waters. More than 300,000 countains are em¬ 
ployed, enjoying a personal annual income of more 
than $5.6 billion. Some 10.450 firms are engaged in 
widely diversified types of businesses, trade and 
manufacturing. Approximately 40 percent of the coun¬ 
ty’s 23,000 industrially zoned acres are still un¬ 
developed. The county is served by the nearby 
Baltimore Washington International Airport and 
major D.C. Airports, the Port of Baltimore, and 2,358 
linear miles of hard-surfaced county and state roads. 


Deep water shipping is available at the Dundalk 
Marine Terminal, Sparrows Point, Canton, Locust 
Point and Port Covington. The latter three are 
operated by Penn Central, Chessie System and 
Western Maryland railroads, respectively. 

The Communities of Essex-Middle River fork into 
two peninsulas, Back River Neck and Middle River 
Neck. Southeast Of Back River Neck are the county’s 
only Chesapeake Bay Islands, the Hart-Miller Island 
chain, the only natural islands near the Baltimore 
Metropolitan area. 

Much of the land on these necks is forested in 
mixed hardwoods and there are many wooded sec¬ 
tions of great beauty. The hollies, for example, are one 
of the major assets of the Bowleys Quarters com¬ 
munity, and provide visual interest where the lan¬ 
dscape is relatively flat. 

Waterfront dwellings, or “shore homes”, occupy 
much of the shoreline of the Essex-Middle River area. 
Though some of these are summer cottages, the 
majority are year-round homes. 

The unique assets of the area, its position as a vital 
part of the county , and its proximity to Baltimore 
City, all combine to make Essex-Middle River an ex¬ 
cellent place to live or to visit.

A Glimpse of History 

The original natives of the area, the Piscataways and Yaocomicos were able to get along reasonably well 
with the early white settlers. The colonists, like their native neighbors, were farmers and made use of the fer¬ 
tile soil found throughout the area. During the mid 1600’s hostilities between the Indian tribes, the 
Susquehannoughs and the Senecas, involved the white settlers as well and continued into the late 1600’s. 

With tabacco as the most important agricultural crop and with the absence of roads in the area, the land 
surrounding the waterways near Gunpowder Falls, Bird River, Middle and Back River became choice 
locations for planters to ship the harvested tobacco. Because of this choice location, among the numerous 
land grants that were given to families in the late 1600’s and early 1700’s, most were given for the region bet¬ 
ween the Patapsco and Middle Rivers. By 1774, tracts of land in Baltimore County designated as “hundreds” 
(areas containing approximately 100 families) included Back River Lower and Middle River Lower. These 
locations were the areas of the two peninsulas from Back River to Bird River as far west as Harford Road. 

Iron industry came to the area when the Principio Company, which had a furnace in Cecil County as early as 
1725, purchased 1,382 along Back River and Herring Run. At the head of Back River the Principio Company 
built and began operating a furnace in 1745. As a result of the post-revolutionary war the Maryland Law of 
1780 called for the confiscation of British property and the Principio Company holdings were auctioned off. In 
1844 the Locust Grove Iron Works began operation along Stemmers Run and continued until 1885. 

Early churches in the area were the Orems Methodist Church, which was established in 1773, and Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel the first Catholic Church. While records do not show a construction date for Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, records show baptismals as early as 1893. 

Most of eastern Baltimore County remained rural throughout the 1800’s. Farms dominated the area and 
nearby city residents regarded Essex and its’ many miles of shoreline as a recreational area with summer 
retreats. 

Public transportation came to the area in 1895 when street car service was begun by the Baltimore, Middle 
River and Sparrows Point Railway. At about the same time, an amusement park called Hollywood Park came 
to the Back River peninsula. People from Baltimore and the surrounding area came to the park via the street¬ 
cars to enjoy the rides, the picnic area, fishing, bathing, boating, food and drink. In 1921, fire at Hollywood 
Park took its toll and the popular amusement and playground area came to an end. 

On December 9,1908, The Title Guarantee and Trust Company of Baltimore issued a policy in the amount 
of $50,000 to the Taylor Land Company for 12,000 acres known as Paradise Farm. Just six months later in 
June 1909, surveyors staked out lots along Eastern Avenue for a new development-Essex. In that year, a. 50’ 
x 145’ building lot could be purchased for $150 and farm land obtained for $100 an acre. The new suburb ran 
ten blocks in length from Mace to Marlyn Avenues. The corner of Taylor and Dorsey was the site where the 
first house in Essex was built. The small suburb grew slowly as money was scarce. 

Several things occured around the turn of the century and soon afterward that influenced the change that 
took place in Essex. The growth of the Sparrows Point Steel Works, first established in 1887 and later pur¬ 
chased by the Bethlehem Steel Company in 1916, brought a large employer to the nearby area. Tran¬ 
sportation by trolley to several surrounding points was also available for commuting. In 1919, the Eastern 
Rolling Mill built its plant at the head of Back River. 

The community’s first general store was built in 1910 on the corner of Eastern and Mace Avenues by Henry 
Guttenberger. The grocery store remains standing today and its owner continues to serve the residents of 
Essex. 

During the years 1911 and 1912 The Taylor Land Company donated lots for the construction of two chur- 
ches-the Essex Methodist and St. John’s Lutheran. The cornerstone for St. John’s was laid in September, 
1913 and the Essex Methodist was built in the same year. 

In 1915 the Essex Vigilant Volunteers donated their 2-story frame fire station in the 500 block of Eastern 
Avenue. A permanent fire company opened in 1921 an elementary school followed in 1925. 

In 1929, WA Crenning purchased 1,260 acres of farm and woodland in the Middle River area. Buildings with 
298,000 square feet of factory space were completed before the end of the year. Crenning purchased this land 
for a Cleveland aircraft manufacturer named Glenn L. Martin. Despite the Depression, the company and the 
number of employees continued to grow. With employment opportunities in the area, people seeking work 
migrated from West Virginia, Virginia and Pennsylvania. 

By 1931, there were more than 25,000 people in the area called Essex-Middle River and by 1939 the Glenn L. 
Martin Company was employing 4,100 workers. World War II added an economic boost to the area as the 
need for steel and aircraft increased. Housing became a problem as employment at the Martin Company 
reached 53,000 by 1942, prompting the construction of houses in the area and developments such as Aero 
Acres, Victory Villa and Stansbury Estates. 

Public library service begun in 1944 at the corner of Martin Boulevard and Compass Road in Middle River. 





“Historical Essex” 

This library was successfully operating four years before a Baltimore County Library system was established. 

In 1957 in the basement of a store located in the 500 block of Eastern Avenue, fire broke out. Before the 10 
alarm blaze was brought under control the business district suffered over $500,000 worth of damage. 

Essex-Middle River, as a community of neighborhoods, has survived many setbacks in its history such as 
the post World War II and Korean War employment decreases, the hurricanes and fires. Despite these set¬ 
backs it has continued in its struggle to enhance life for its residents. The Essex Community College began 
holding its first classes in Kenwood High School in 1957 and expanded in 1960 to the Dorsey Avenue gram¬ 
mar school buildings. 

The Essex Improvement Association established itself and incorporated in June of 1961 and in May of 1979 
after 10 years of hard work by community organizations, residents, and businesses, the Essex Development 
Corporation (EDCO) became an official incorporated body. EDCO, sparked by the Essex-Middle River 
Chamber of Commerce, continues to reflect the drive of Essex-Middle River residents to make the area an 
even better place to live, to work and to enjoy life.

Essex Community College 


Essex Community College is a two-year co-education 
institution offering classes throughout the year for 
almost 10,000 part-time and full-time students. Cour¬ 
ses are scheduled day and evening during the week 
and weekends at the campus and at neighborhood 
college center locations during the fall, winter, spring 
and summer sessions. ECC is a participant in the 
Public Broadcasting System’s College of the Air 
programs and was the innovator of college programs 
within the prison system. 

The campus is centrally located just minutes off of 
exit 34 of the Beltway and easily accessible from all 
parts of the Essex-Middle River community. It’s 
wooded site of approximately 140 acres is situated on 
high ground with a panaramic view of the surrounding 
countryside.

Franklin Square Hospital 


Franklin Square Hospital provides quality health 
care services to the 500,000 residents of Northeastern 
Baltimore County and Harford County. Standing ad¬ 
jacent to the campus of Essex Community College, 
and within a stone’s throw of Golden Ring Mall, 
Franklin Square Hospital serves a total of nineteen 
communities within the Northeastern portion of 
Baltimore County. 

The eighty-two year old hospital was opened at its 
present location just eleven years ago. 

Services 

Since the hospital’s relocation to Northeastern 
Baltimore County, the Administration and Board of 
Trustees have responded to community needs by 
promoting modern medical programs, providing 
necessary modern technological equipment and 
promoting a highly competent staff. 

The Square offers complete Inpatient Services in In¬ 
ternal Medicine, Obstetrics and Gynecology, Family 
Practice, Pediatrics, Surgery, and Psychiatry. Out¬ 
patient Services include a highly efficient Emergency 
Room; the Family Health Center, where every mem¬ 
ber of the family receives total medical care; and the 
Square also offers the services of more than 31 Out¬ 
patient Clinics. Franklin Square’s Family Health Prac¬ 
tice is one of the three such Programs in the entire 
state. 

Staff

This intermediate care facility is so named because it 
is situated on the banks of Back River, thereby truly 
affording its patients a pleasant and tranquil “River 
View.” 

The Centre accepted its’ first residents in 1975 and 
has expanded to its’ present size of 305 beds and a 
staff of approximately 275. The ages of the residents 
are from 50 to 96 years.

POLICE,FIRE AND RESCUE 


The citizens of the Essex-Middle River community 
are very fortunate to be protected by highly trained, 
professional Police, Fire , and Rescue units. Our 
surrounding waterways are patrolled by the Maryland 
Marine Police and the Baltimore County Marine 
Police. Also supporting the Baltimore County Police 
and the Maryland State Police are volunteer, Auxiliary 
Police.

Baltimore County provides our community with 
two police precincts. One being Essex precinct. (No. 
11), located at 216 North Maryln Avenue, 21221 - 494- 
2340. Essex precinct is assigned one hundred sworn 
officers, four civilians, thirty-one street crossing guar¬ 
ds and has eighteen patrol cars in operation. It is also 
the headquarters for the traffic control division. The 
second precinct located in our community is Fullerton 
station, (No. 9), located at 7852 Belair Road, 21236 - 
494-2315. Fullerton precinct is assigned thirty-five 
sworn officers, eighteen crossing guards and has seven 
patrol cars in operation. 


Our area is patrolled also by three State Police 
Divisions, locations being, one, Belair Barracks (879- 
2101), two, the Valley Outpost (282-5105) and thirdly, 
the JFK Highway Barracks (642-6037). The Maryland 
State Police also operate a heliport out of the Martin’s 
Airport located in Middle River, Maryland.

Development of industry in the Baltimore area has 
historically taken place in the broad transportation 
corridor which extends southwest through 
Washington, DC and northeast through Philadelphia. 
Industrial growth has occurred extensively where 
major rail lines and highways adjoin sizeable tracts of 
relatively flat land.

Built on a parcel of land originally granted by Cecilius 
Calvert in 1659, to William Ball (Great-Grandfather of 
George Washington), this house is believed to have 
been erected around 1780. It was a small house which 
was added on to in later years and is the structure now 
standing. 


The Baltimore County Bicentennial Committee ac¬ 
cepted the restoration of “Ballestone” as one of its 
major Bicentennial Projects in 1975. A major com¬ 
munity fund raising event, “Super Sunday,” raised 
more than $25,000 toward the project and in June 
1977, Ballestone was completed, and open to the 
public. 

Furnished in the 1850 period, the mansion is the site 
of the “Holly Tour” held in December and the focal 
point for the re-enactment of Civil War Battles both on 
land and by water.
